demanding immediate payment. This 
note does not take the form of an ulti- 
matum, but nevertheless it is etrongly 
written. By "immediate payment" Is 
not meant tomorrow, but any time with- 
in two or three weeks. The only point 
Bought is payment and thereby the satis- 
faction of American claims. 


Novel though the proposition -was from 


'f. diplomatic standpoint, yet It is learned 
rto be true theut the effort was made by 
the porte to pay the American claim un- 
der a cover of an order for a warship 
to be built In the United States for Tur- 
key. 


The reasons for the failure of the pro- 


ject were several: the United States 
government has no warship for sale, and 
is not authorized to build any for foreign 
order. 
Then there is no warrant of law 


for entering into an arrangement with 
a privats shipbuilding firm for the 
collection of an International obligation 
in the manner proposed. Lastly, judg- 
ing by the experience of concerns that 
hav* had dealings with the Turkish 
sovern-ment, any shipbuilder accepting 
the order from Turkey would require a 
guarantee from the United States gov- 
ernment, and the net result of the trans- 
action might be the assumption by thp 
XTnitcd States of an obligation as much 
larger than th-e original claims as the 
price of a battleship exceeds the $90,000. 


Even if the»3 obstacles were over- 


come, the scheme would be an utter fail- 
ure, so far as concerns the accomplish- 
ment of* the prime object, namely, the 
secret payment to the United States of 
the indemnity, with a view to avoiding 
demands; from other nations for settle- 
ment of their claims, for under our open 
methods of business the transaction 
would have to be a. matter of official 
record. 


One effect of this sudden application 


of pressure upon Turkey is a renewal ot 
the applications from American holders 
of other claims against Turkey for q 
presentation of their cases.

FAVORABLE BUSINESS SITUATION. 


Bradstreet's Reports'That Nothing of Definitely 


Depressing Character Has Developed. 


New York, April 28.—Bradstreet's says: 


Evidences of the fact that there are now 
two sides to the general trad« situation, 
•where for a year past there -was but one, 
come to sight each week, but that the 
situation as a wholeis favorable and suf- 
fers merely by comparison with the 
enormous activity of some time ago is 
also evident. Speculation Is at a low 
ebb In most lines, hence current clear- 
ings make rather unfavorable compari- 
sons with a year ago. Excluding ths 
great speculative centers, however, the 
aggregate of business is undoubtedly 
larger than a year aigo. Buying- tends to 
be more conservative and careful. Crop 
prospects, except in the wheat areaof the 
central west and in some flooded sections 
of the south, remain all that might b« 
wished for. Retail demand1 is improving, 
nothing of a definitely depressing-char- 
acter has yet developed. 


In the abrupt readjustment of steel and 


wire prices the iron and steel industry 
received a notafole shock, but has stood 
the orcteal very well. Wire and nails 
have been, reduced about $20 a ton, and 
already increased sales from manufac- 
turers are reported, with jobbers and re- 
tailers yet to be heard' from. 


One of the most favorably situated In- 


dustries la that of ehoes. Manufactur- 
ers are reported active, Jobbers are busy 
and seasonable) weather Is inducing a 
good distribution from retail hands. 


In agricultural products the situation 


is generally one of sustained/ strstagth.

tated area in Ottawa city ia very large. 
It includes a great part of Victoria and 
Dalhousie yards, and it is estimated that 
over 2000 houses have been destroyed.

600 families are homeless. The value ol 
lumber destroyed reaches $3,000,000. 


The fire area haa been viewed by thou-

Coming to the Ottawa side, |ully two- 


thirds of Dalhousie ward is devastated. 
The destroyed property in this district 
included some of the finest residences in 
Ottawa as well as a. great many of the 
humblest.

Seeing 
me awake, she said father had taken 
one of his bad turns, and she had told 
him he must stay in bed. She did not 
say what ehe considered niy duty in 
the circumstances, but I saw It clearly 
enough. 


"Must I go into all the details? Can- 


not you imagine'' what follo\fed? 
In 


fancy don't you see me all through 
that long Sunday, with the wind howl- 
ing like a host of demons and the 
snow blowing and banking up all 
around the house, lugging in a dozen 
scuttles of coal from the shed at the 
foot of the garden; carrying in some- 
thing like four cords of wood to k£ep 
half a dozen fires going; shoveling 
paths to the pump, the wood shed, the 
barn, the front gate, the back gate, the 
side gate and the cistern?

"I'm going to cut the rest of this tale,

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PBESBYTJEBIAS STKAWS 


There are signs that a spirit of com- 


promise if not tolerance is growing in 
the Presbyterian church. The heretic 
hunters will be out of business shortly 
if present indications are not mislead- 
ing. To criticise the Westminister con- 
fession of faith has become epidemic 
almost among the foremost preachers 
of the church. The criticism is of two 
kinds, reverent and irreverant. Some 
clergymen, such as Rev. Dr. Park- 
hurst of New York, 
go 
through 


the 
confessions 
of 
faith 
as 
if 


It was something to destroy before the 
the Presbyterian church could becrme 
progressive, and oth. rs defend the con- 
fession, not claiming that it is absolute 
In its perfection, but contending that it 
is not necessary for men to subscribe 
to every jot -and title of it to be loyally 
Presbyterian. But underneath this all 
Is found a promising unity. This unity 
favors the adoption of a simple creed, 
not a revision of the confession of 
taith, leaving the confessions as it is 
to become practically a historic docu- 
ment. The recent erruption. in the 
church occurred over the withdrawal 
of Rev. Dr. Hillis, who succeeds Rev. 
Dr. Lyman Abbott. The doctrinal posi- 
tion of Dr. Hillis was a'j once pro- 
nounced by many prominent ministers 
to be si nilar to their own and an in- 
teresting 
denominational discussion 


followed, the demand for the simple 
creed juia the shelv'ng of the confes- 
sion of faith being the important part 
of it. As usual, there was considerable 
fun poked at the disputing Presbyter- 
ians, and the Boston Transcript print- 
ed this-

In a letter to the Duke of Norfolk, 


president of the 
Catholic union of 


Great Britain, advocating an Anglo- 
Saxon propaganda, Archbishop Ireland 
of St. Paul proves that he clearly sees 
the trend of nations and nerceives in a' 
prophetic way the coming of Anglo- 
Saxon supremacy. His letter Is o£ 
value for the large world spirit it con- 
tains, outside of the church idea that 
is in it, and is in part as follows: 


"It is a broad, plain fact in the ge- 


ography of the world—a fact daily be- 
coming broader and plainer—that the 
English language is circling the globe, 
that English-speaking counBrips are 
constantly growing with speed that 
nothing seems able to arrest, in terri- 
tory and influence. The truth is before 
us, that in the present and more yet 
in the future, the minds of peoples 
spread over ivfimense regions of the 
globe are to be reached only throuch 
the English langifige ^nd that very 
much of tha missionary work of the 
church Is to be done under the aegis 
of English-speaking countries. 


"This fact cannoit. In the interest of 


religion, be too strongly Impressed up- 
on English-speaking Catholics and up- 
on the representatives and leaders of 
the universal church herself. What- 
ever the institutions and the influences 
that are strong and potent where the 
English language holds sway, these will 


be strong and potent In shaping1 tha 
destinies of the world. 


"Hence the mission imoosed by Pro- 


vidence upon English-speaking Cath- 
olics, and by reason of their especial 
position, especially upon Catholics !n 
England herself. That mission Is to 
attune anew the English language to 
the harmony of Catholic truth which 
was Its charm before the dayfa of the 
schism of thes ixteenth csnturv—the 
most woful disaster that ever befell 
Christianity, to make the English lan- 
guage the hearer of Catholic verities to 
the hundreds of millions who- will 
speak and read it; to bullcl up for the 
Catholic church public and social In- 
fluence in English-speaking lands, so 
that their power, Instead of 
beine 


against her, be for her; to so establish 
her in those lands that she be seem to 
be, as in fact she 1st, thoroughly in 
unison with the political Institutions 
and the social aspirations that domin- 
ate these lands so that the arirument 
for such Institutions be an argument, 
too, for the church herself—In fine, to 
so place the church as to enable her to 
win over to herself the great English- 
speaking- world and turn to fier own 
profit and the profit of Christian clvil- 
ivation the wondrous potencies of that 
world." 


"Thoroughly in unison with the DOli- 


tical institutions and social aspirations 
that dominate these lands" may be 
construed 
with 
"English-speaking 


countries (that) are constantly grow- 
ing, with speed that nothing seems 
able to arrest, In territory and In'flu- 
ence," and the whole is an endorse- 
ment, from a high and spirtual source, 
of present world movements that must 
challenge the authors of th° volumin- 
ous output against the larger expres- 
sions of the time.

riage of mail m the large cities. He 
attacked the appropriation

branch of public service and made 
statements which indicated that cor- 
ruption attended the introduction of 
the pneumatic tube system and yet 
follows it.

United States Spends $1,000,000 


Yearly for Their Welfare, 
Many Protests Eeceived

[artment but that some protest is filed, 
liy mail or otherwise, regarding alleged 
outrages on missionaries m foreign 
lauds, say» the Washington corre- 
spondent of the New York Sun Neatly 
)0 per cent of the letters received at 
the consular bureau of the deiwtrneut 
'elate to protests of treatment accord- 
ed Christians who are trying to spread 
the gospel among the heathen. 
In 


looking after the welfare of these rep- 
resentatives of the church who go to 
distant countries to convert natives to 
Christianity it is estimated that the 
government spends at least $1,000,000 
a year. This represents the value of 
the tine of consuls in looking after 
United States missionaries, the time 
of clerks here ia Washington collecting 
ancl filing data, the cost of prosecuting 
claims for damages and In many cases 
the cost of maintaining and transport- 
ing home missionaries whose houses 
have been burned or whose goods have 
been seiaed by lawless heathen. 


This estimate of $1,000,000 is not 


excessive. It was made by-Chief Clerk 
William H. Michael of the state de- 
partment and was elicited in connec- 
tion with the demand just made by 
this government on the sublime porte 
for the payment of the $00,000 indem- 
nity for destruction of the buildings 
of missionaries near Smyrna. 
This 


c'aim has been pending more than 
five years. 
Three successive United 


States ministers have prosecuted the 
claim, and in each case the sublime 
porte has promised to pay. The last 
promise was made 18 months ago, and 
now the demand has been made for a 
cash settlement at once. 
When the 


United States finally gets this $90,000, 
to turn it over to those who have suf- 
fered financial injury as a result of the 
depredations of the Turks, the expense 
of collection will have almost equaled 
the sum of the indemnity. Yet the 
United States cannot deduct expenses, 
for it maintains representatives a-broad 
and psrys them salaries, in addition to 
the salaries of clerks here in Washing- 
ton, to perform just such duties as 
arose in connection with the Turkish 
claim. 


"Nearly one^half of the letters which 


are opened in this office," said one of 
the clerks in the bureau of archives 
and indexes, which has charge of the 
opening and assorting of all corre- 
spondence of the state department, 
excepting that of embassadors and 
ministers, "come either from mission- 
aries in foreign lands, consuls who re- 
port a case of outrage of injustice 
against a missionary or from home 
secretaries of 
missionary 
societies 


making their protests directly to Wash- 
ington. These letters come in every 
mail 
Sometimes they are long indict- 


ments of the ameer of Afghanistan or 
the mandarin of Chmgkow. Sometimes 
they accuse a United States consul of 
negligence in looking after their inter- 
ests. In nine cases out of ten—and I 
say this absolutely without prejudice— 
the protests filed with the state de- 
partment are unjustified, almost puer- 
ile, relating to trivial incidents which 
are not worth the trouble of even in- 
vestigating. An outrage, to merit in- 
vestigation m an official sense, must 
be sufficiently flagrant and tangible to 
insure some return for the time, trou- 
ble and expense the state department 
will be put to. For instance, the mere 
fact that a United States missionary 
has been robbed of a few dollars by a 
sneak thief is not a subject for atten- 
tion on the part of the government, 
whether the robbery took place in 
Peking, Hongkong or Basutoland. 
It 


was merely a misdemeanor, properly 
punishable by the local authorities. 
But if a missionary is assaulted by 
half a dozen toughs or brigands in any 
spot where it seems that police protec- 
tion should have been afforded him, 
then the nearest consul may properly 
be directed to investigate the case, and, 
if it appears that the local constabu- 
lary was either in silent partnership 
With the brigands or neglectful of 
fluty, then a claim for damages might 
be warranted. The policy of the state 
ilepartmen% I need hardly add, ia 
never to make any definite forward 
move until it is absolutely convinced 
that i£ has some reasonable ground 
upon which to base a protest. When 
it knows that It is right, it goes ahead 
and gets^what it desires, even if it 
takes several years and a warship or 
two, 
as it seems to be the case with 


Turkey and the sublime porte. 


"A great many protests from mission- 


aries reach the department utterly un- 
warranted and in many cases absurd. I 
don't know of a more ridiculous protest 
than one which was contained in a let- 
ter I opened recently. It was from a 
missionary in Seoul, Korea, and the al- 
legation set forth was that the mission- 
^ry, while in his legitimate occupation 
of saving souls, had invented a crude 
kind of spinning wheel, which he was 
trying to introduce among the natives. 
According to his statement, he was 
building up a lucrative business and 
the natives were beginning to become 
adepts in operating the wheel when a 
native Korean, one who had been con- 
verted to Christianity and had made 
one visit to the United States to ad- 
dress Sunday schools and collect mon- 
ey for the heathen, invented a spin- 
ning wheel on exactly the same princi- 
ples as the original wheel of the mls- 
llonary. 
The missionary gentleman 


asked that the state department direct 
Its c&iisul general in Korea t» file a 
protest against the introduction of the 
native spinning wheel, as their use 
would greatly Interfere with the trade 
of the American make, because the 
wheels could be sold so much cheaper 
by the Korean. The minister asserted 
that all of his profits went to spread 
the gospel amon« the heathen and that 
his mission would be deprived of a 
considerable source of reyjaaue.»Jt.the 


native wheel was sold in opposition to 
his own Invention. 
The department 


has leplled to this protest with a very 
brief note saying that the matter la 
outeide of its jurisdiction. 
Yet that 


missionary will doubtless feel very 
much hurt when he finds that he can- 
not prevent the koreau from going in- 
to business in his own country. 


"China and Korea are the countries 


in which Christian missionaries have 
the most trouble, although Turkey and 
the Armenian districts have always 
been productive of plenty of protests. 
In China and Korea the missionaries 
for the most part are brave men, who 
know that they are taking their lives 
m their own hands every day, and the 


j instances vvliereln they have suffered 


I personal harm and discomfort have al- 
ways been thoroughly investigated by 
this government. More protests have 
been successfully lodged with the Chi- 
nese government than with any other 
country, but although the dowager em- 
press has always afejectly apologized 
for the indignities and has promised 
ample reparation and the punishment 
of the offenders, the records show few 
cases of the f ulfillment of these prom- 
ises. All the department can do, how- 
ever, is formally to protest against 
such treatment of citizens of this coun- 
try. 


-Japan gives little trouble to the 


Christian missionaries. I don't sup- 
pose there have been two dozen pro- 
tests from missionaries in that king- 
dom during the past year, while China 
furnished close on to 300 such cases. 
The protests from Japan are usually 
based on more substantial causes than 
those from China, where a few excited 
Chinks in some surburban community 
cause an attack of Systerics almost 
without knowing it. In Japan the Na- 
tives are not so ignorant arid hence do 
not make demonstrations against the 
Christians. 
Besides, there are not so 


many missionaries in Japan as there 
are in China. 


"Siarn recently furnished a very 


queer protest. It seems that in a little 
village on the outskirts of Bangkok 
the Rev. Mr. Perley of San Francisco 
had established a mission and waa 
spreading Christianity. 
One of the 


water bullocks, in common use in 
Siam, roamed into his little mission 
meeting house one afternoon—there are 
no substantial doors to keep out intrud- 
ers—and while nosing around not only 
overturned a number of benches of a 
frail character and smashed them, but 
also knocked a small statue of the Ma- 
donna from a stand and broke it into 
smithereens. 
T'J.O entire damage was 


not more than $10 in American money, 
but the missionary considered the loss 
of the Madonna almost irreparable. 
Why he should do so I don't pretend 
to know, but he requested the United 
States consul at Singapore to report 
the matter to the state department, • 
claiming that the police protection af- 
forded him was Inadequate and that 
the accident would not have happened 
had the district been properly cared 
for. 
The consul very properly refused 


to make such a trivial matter the sub- 
ject of correspondence half way round 
the world and back again, and so the 
Rev. Mr. Perley wrote out not only his 
own 
grievance, 
but 
also 
charges 


against the United States consul, a 
very competent official, who knows 
what he is about. 


"It may be news to many people to 


know that there are a number of mis- 
sionaries, mostly Catholics, in Chile, 
and that they have hard times very 
frequently. A Catholic church in Val- 
paraiso, officiated over by an American 
priest, sent from the Catholic univer- 
sity in Washington, was recently rob- 
bed of three of the stations of the 
cross, inclosed in richly ornamented 
frames. The theft was unquestionably 
committed^t>y sneak thieves, and the 
Chilean government was In. no way 
responsible, yet a protest was filed 
with the United States consul, John F. 
Caples, who courteously forwarded it to 
the department after reporting the raat- 
ter to the Chilean authorities. Cases of 
robbery are frequently reported, both 
of churches and of missionaries, yet it 
is of course manifestly impossible for ' 
the department here at Washington to 
take any action in regard to such, 
things. 
i 


"Even as it ia, the state department 


finds its hands fall in the effort to 
afford proper protection to missiona- 
ries who venture into dangerous locali- 
ties to spread the gospel. There may 
be some question as to whether the de- 
partment ought to expend money in 
such a purpose, bat whether strictly 
within the law or not, certainly public 
sentiment is in support of the effort to 
take care of all citizens of the United 
States who risk their lives on such en- 
terprises."

The international yacht races will be 


under the management of commission- 
ers which will include the president of 
the Paris Yacht club and other men 
prominent in yachting circles in Eu- 
rope. The dates of the yacht races 
will be May 20, 23, 24 and 27 for the 
contests on the river. The three days 
on the sea -will be in July and August 


The international regattas will be 


held at Meulan for yachts up to ten 
tons. The regattas for the series of 
yachts from 10 to 20 tons will be held 
at Havre. On the first day of the re- 
gattas a grand parade has been ar- 
ranged in which all yachts entered in 
the races a* Meulan must take part 
regardless of class. The prizes in the 
yachting contests will aggregate more 
than 125,000 francs. 
Ev*ry applica- 


tion for entering vessels must be ac- 
companied by an agreement that they 
accept without appeal the decision of 
the jury.

Yachting club. 


In the contest of vessels propelled by 


mechanical means— viz, steam vessels, 
petroleum vessels and electric vessels 
—the prizes will aggregate 25,000 
francs in the various classes. 
The 


first contest will tike place Saturday, 
June 23, ana the second cent**t on 
Sunday following. As a souvenir of 
this race of the exposition there will 
be given to those participants who 
have neither obtained a prize nor a 
premium a commemorate medal.

that there is an unusual interest In the ' 
swimming contests to take place dur- 
ing the exposition. This will be un- 
der the management of a committee 
among whom will be the president of 
the French Federation of Swimming, 
vice president of the Neptune club, 
president of the Society For the Pro- 
motion of Nautical Sports and other 
prominent men of France. The swim- 
ming contests will take place on the 
Seine at Asnieres on Aug. 12 and 20. 
On the first day there will be seven 
contests— viz, long distance, 100 meters, 
two turns, swimming stroke optional; 
a second spurt of 200 meters straight 
away; team contest, 200 meters, plunge 
and swimming under water; obstacle 
race, swimming on the back and water 
polo contest. The prizes in these seven 
races aggregate 4,500 francs. 


The chief event of the second rlny 


will be the long distance avrira of 5, 100 
meters. On the same day there will be 
a special race open to amateurs and 
professionals for a magnificent cup 
called "The Cup of the Universal Ex- 
position of 1000." The prizes in all 
these events aggregate 4,000 francs.

HOW THE PHILADELPHIA INSTITU- 


TION 18 PROTECTED. 


Xitttle Chance For Any One to Get Bleb 


Quickly by Helping: Himself to Caole 
Sam's XrtNUuro—Patrols, Revolvers and 
Winchesters In Ffenty. 


Erobablynotone person onfc of a hnn- 


dred'who pass by the Philadelphia mint, 
that grim looking edifice at Chestnut 
and Juniper streets, after nightfall real- 
izes w4iat is going on inside. There ia 
nothing-mean about Uncle Sam, but he 
'is determined that ivay one who gets 
tia ju^ey shall get it honestly and by 
process duly laid down. Therefore he 
has taken all kinds of precautions to 
properly protect, especially at night, 


| the mHHons upon millions piled up in 


the vaults. 


The doors of the mint are closed ev- 


ery w«ekday promptly at 4 o'clock in 
the-afternoon. Attar that hour no one 
tut mint employees have any business 
within the walls which inclose so much 
money, and no one can either stay in 
pr get in without a special permit from 
the superintendent. Needless to eay, 
this is difficult to obtain. 


EHmnlteneanBJy with the closing, of 


the doors at 4 o'clock the flreb shift of 
the night guard goes on duty. The shift 
is composed of the captain of the guard 
and 11 stalwart men. As the men file 
oat to begin their round each one is 
handed a big Golfs revolver of the most 
approved pattern and loaded with big 
cartridges. 


From then on till midnight seven of 


the 11 guards patrol without oessatibn 
every floor of the inside of the mint, from 
toe corridors of the gloomy vaults 


' where, away down in the earth, are 
! stowed eighty odd million dollars in 


> silver and almost as much gold, to the 
! top floor, where there is nothing more 


valuable than machinery. Placed at fre- 
quent intervals throughout the corridors 


| are electrical devices for enabling the 


1 captain of the guard to keep tabs on his 


men. 
Each of these-little machines com- 


municates with the rotunda opposite 
the Chestnut street entrance to the 


i mint. Hera it is that the captain is eta- 


tioued all through the long houra of 
his shift. Every two minutes and a 
half the central machine in the rotunda 
denotes the presence of some one of the 
guard at some particular station in the 
building. If it doesn't, then the cap- 
tain knows that something is wrong, 
and ho immediately proceeds to diacov- 


1 er what it is. 


But it has'been a long time since the 


little machine failed to send forth its 


1 announcement at the proper time, for 
' the mint guards are patrolling up and 


down outside the big building, careful- 
ly watching that no suspicious charac- 
ters approach too near the vast treasure 
left in their care. 


Promptly at midnight the second 


shift of the night guard puts in an ap- 
pearance to relieve the early shift. It 


, is also composed of a captain and 11 


men, and they are split up, as the other 
squad, into inside and outside details. 
From midmght on until 7 o'clock in 
the morning they follow in the foot- 
steps of the first shift, with every fac- 
ulty alert to catch an intruder. 


The big revolvers are not the only 


weapons upon which the guards have 
to rely. On each side of the main cor- 
ridor leading from the Chestnut street 
entrance stands a walnut case. Through 
the polished glass front of one frown 
20 Winchester rifles. The other con- 
tains as many ugly looking carbines. 
To grab these dispensers of death would 
be but the work of an instant for the 
guards, and then woe be uuto any man 
or men upon whom it might be found 
necessary to turn them. 


For the revolvers there is kept con- 


stantly on hand in the mint 600 rounds 
of ammunition, and for the rifles and 
carbines 2,500 rounds. Each of the 
guards is an espevt in tho use of both 
the pistol and tho gun, and each is en- 
dowed with a plentiful stock of cour- 
age; 
hence a combination capable of 


successfully resisting almost anything 
less than a regiment. 


The superintendent and assistant cus- 


todian both talked to the reporter about 
the methods in use to protect the mint 
and its contents. Both smiled signifi- 
cantly when the possibility of one get- 
ting away with a portion of fcha vast 
treasure was suggested. 


"It would be folly for any orta to try 


It," was the superintendent's only com- 
ment. To it the assistant custodian nod- 
ded emphatic assent. 


"I have been here for a good many 


years," the latter said, "and no such 
attempt has evor been made. It is prac- 
tically impossible for any one to break 
into the mint from the outside, and no 
one could secrete himself in the build- 
ing during the hours when it is open to 
visitors and hope to avoid discovery. 
We search every nook and corner of the 
structure carefully as soon as the doors 
aro closed -for the- day, and yon may 
test assured if any one who had no 
business within these walls was found 
be would regret the day he was born." 


In addition to the two shifts of night 


guards, the superintendent and assistant 
custodian have a habit of dropping in 
at the mint at odd hours of the- night to 
see that every thing is going on all right. 


The. mint is connected with the cen- 


tral telephone station, and should there 
be trouble the captain of the guard 
could communicate with police head- 
quarters in a brief space of time. 


"If you come across anybody who 


thinks he can get rich quickly by help- 
ing himself to oxix coin," remarked the 
euperintendect- in parting, "just advise 
him to think it over carefully first." 


In compliance with the superintend- 


ent's suggestion the advice is hereby 
given. 


And it is pretty good advice to follow 


too.—Philadelphia Inquirer.

How IVfo Captains of General Gat- 


Mcre'B Division Captured the Rail- 
way Station Guard at Sprlngfon- 
tela—An Iriib Private's Descrip- 
tion of HiB Wounds. 
Details of a dashing exploit by two 


British officers on the eve of the occu- 
pation of Springfontein, which General 
Gatacre's division entered on March 
16, are contained in the South African 
newspapers which reached New York 
recently. 


On March 15 the Derbyshire regi- 


ment took possession of Bethtihe, and 
a force of Cape mounted police and 
scouts started from that place to close 
on Springfontein. Captain Pope Hen- 
essey of the mounted police and Cap- 
tain Gordon Turner of Montmorency's 
scouts happened to find a hand car on 
the railroad and, jumping on it, went 
on In advanceiof the troops. 


It was night when they neared 


Springfontein junction, on the out- 
skirts of the tflwn. They stopped and, 
under cover of the darkness, crept cau- 
tiously along the track, revolvers in 
hand, until they reached the station 
platform. 
Peering into the waiting 


I room, they saw 
six Johannesburg 


burghers asWep with their rifles be- 
side them. The officers rushed in and 
had gathered up the rifle? and were 
covering the Boers with their re\olvers 
before the burghers had sufficiently 
recovered from their surprise to quite 
realize what had happened. 


Supposing the station had been seiz- 


ed by a force of British, the Boers sur- 
rendered quietly and were speedily 
bound by the officers. They turned out 
to be three Greeks and three Italians 
and Informed thetr captors that the 
station guard consisted of eight men. 
In a few minutes another man, a Ger- 
man, appeared, and he was seized and 
disarmed almost before he had crossed 
the threshold. 
Then, while Captain 


Henessey was binding this prisoner, 
Captain Turner went out to look for 
the remaining Boer. He ran right into 
him as he stepped on to the platform. 
Captain Turner, who is endowed with 
great strength, knocked him down and 
disarmed him In a jiffy. This prisoner 
also proved to be a German. 


The officers locked their captives in 


and turned their attention to a train 
that was standing In the yard. The 
engineer was Ignorant of what had 
happened and was very much-aston- 
ished when the officers boarded his cab 
to Interview him. He was an English 
colonist with pro-Boer proclivities and 
Bhowed a disposition to resist, but a 
tap on the head with the butt end of a 
revolver and the thrusting of the muz- 
zle of another revolver In his face con- 
vinced him that discretion was the bet- 
ter part of valor. 


Captain Turner staid to watch the 


engineer while Captain Henessey hunt- 
ed up the station master in his house 
near by and with due formality claim- 
ed all the buildings, rolling stock, etc., 
as captured by Gatacre's division. Then 
he bundled the Boer prisoners Into the 
train and kept guard over them while 
Captain Turner compelled the engineer 
to run the train back to Bethulie. They 
arrived there shortly after midnight 
nnd were warmly complimented by 
General Gatacre for their gallantry. 
The train was made up of 23 trucks, 
some of which turned out to be laden 
with provisions, guns and ammunition, 
mostly Martini-Henry. 


About 3 o'clock the next morning the 


general, with his staff and some men, 
took train to Springfontein. While en- 
gaged in an office about ten minutes 
after his arrival General Gatacre heard 
a voice claiming the station, etc., as 
his prize. The general and his staff of- 
ficer thereupon went outside and came 
face to face with General Pole-Carew, 
who had Just arrived with the Guards 
(foot) brigade by train from Jagersfon- 
tein road. Mutual courtesies were ex- 
changed and the fact explained that 
the station had been in occupation of 
Gatacre's division for several hours.

expansion. 


Miss Mary D. Emmott read an essay 


on "Hawthorne in Italy," in which she 
took up the inspiration of the Marble 
Faun, giving a critical analysis of the 
life of the author in Italy and its effect 
on him compared with the spirit of his 
own country. 


Carrol B. Reynolds delivered an or- 


ation on "The advent and influence of 
the English in Africa," He told of the 
development of Egypt, and of how 
Great Britain had worked out the re- 
sources of the country. England Is a 
civilizing agent, he said, and will in 
time do for the whole of Africa what it 
li_c clone for the northern part. 


ii'ss Edith M. Emigh read an essay 


on ''Nf-than Hale, his martydom." 
After giving a sketch of his life she 
compared his work and life and death 
.with that of Andre. 
England has 


honored the latter by a monument in 
his memory, while the United States 
has done nothing for Hale, whose ser- 
vice to this country vas that of a 
martyr. She foresaw the time when 
the country \> ould wake to its negli- 
gence, and erect a suitable memorial to 
him. 


After two songs by a chorus from the 


school, the second part of the program 
v as begun, it being a noticeable fea- 
ture that all four prizes went to the 
speakers in the second part. 
Henry 


Hardenberg had as the subject of his 
oration "Admiral Farragut," sketching 
his life and service to the country. Mr. 
Hardenberg's oration was 
forcefully 


wi.'ten, and well delivered, the judg- 
ment of the audience approving that of 
the judges in the award of first prize. 


Miss Vloise Gaston read an essay on 


"Local forestry." Miss Gaston -s-as for- 
tunate in the choice of her subject, 
taking one of local significance, and 
bringing out its points of local interest 
clearly and pointedly. She spoke of 
the fact that America was favored in 
its great forests, and Berkshire most of 
all the regions of the country. But

cause the public had not taken interest 
enough to protect Its forests. 


Charles M. Fcrd delivered an oration 


on "The spirit of Magna Charta," in 
which he traced the spirit that has 
animated our country In all its wars to 
the same source. I/r. Ford's delivery 
v,as one of the best of the evening, 
being natural and easy, and at the 
same time forceful. 


Miss Harriett G. Parker read an es- 


say on "The influence of Eugene Field." 
She spoke of the personal influence and 
that of his writings, the latter giving 
his readers a closer and more sympa- 
thetic understanding of the moods of 
the children of whom he wrote, and 
whom he loved. 


The judges took some ^(5 minutes in 


making their decision, apd while they 
were out trying to agree on which was 
entitled to the prize for excellence, the 
school sang several selections. 


In 
announcing the awards, Dr. 


Gadsby spoke of the fact that compe- 
tition was frowned Upon by modern 
educators, but that an' evept like this 
where the spirit was that of friendly 
rivalry, could not be held strictly qpder 
the general rule. The announcement of 
the awards was greetfed with applause, 
The singing of America closed the ex- 
ercises of the evening.

In the legislature yesterday 
the 


house began the debate on the bill to 
make eight hours a day's work for 
state and county employes, and sever- 
al speeches were made for it, but none 
against it by the time the house ad- 
journed. 


Mr. Carey of Eaverhjll opened the 


debate. It is time, he said, owin2 to 
labor-saving inventions, for an eigrht- 
hour day, and the mass of the people 
want it 
Labor is a commodity, and 


the cost of labor is the cost of the 
subsistence of the laborer for a day. 
Much of 'the value of labor is absorbed 
by the idle class. With eight hours 
for a day's work, there would be more 
employment for the un^moloyed. The 
producing classes shoufd' be guaran- 
teed permanent employment. 


Mr. Odlin of Lynn1 was for the bill, 


because the developments of the time 
no^ warant an eight-hour day with 
10 hours' pay. The irnarovemenit of 
machinery makes this uosslble. Mr. 
MacCartney of Rookland was for the 
bill, and said that towns which have 
voted on the question have already 
voted to reduce the hours of labor. 
The state can afford to take this con- 
servative step. J. H. Donovan of Bos- 
ton said that the eight-hour law for 
city employes works well. Adjourn- 
ment closed the debate. 


The bill to punish the catching of 


trout under six inches long was oppos- 
ed bv Messrs. Tolman of Berkshire. 
Keneflck of Hampden and Hazelton 
of Franklin and favored by Mr. Joy 
of Middlesex, and was defeated by a 
larse vote.
